JSXAMINATIONS. 



It'ul'.vuld bo rem embe^d -that even 
the most rigid examination is not by 

any ineaud a reliable toat of tho candi- 
date's ability to toach. It often hap- 
peuB that the candidate who pas-sea the 
moat brilliant oxaniination, whose pa- 
pera aro almost faultless, turns out to he 
a vary iudififerent teacher. Ability to 
loaru is one thing, ind ability to teach 
what has hoou learned, is another and 
8 voi-y ditferuut thing. It doe.i uot al- 
waya follow that ihti nuu or wouiun wlio 
[ iH a gO<i(l studonl, makoa a good teacher. 
riVptuosa to toach is a very rare gift, ll 
cannot be taught by rule,, yet a teach - 
. er's usefulness " almost wholly depend a 
Upon his posaossiug this endowment. A 
■^uhor may have all tlio scholastic 
.qunliticatioas required by tho law, yot 
he, or she, may not bo able to manage 
ehihlreu and to teach in such a way ua 
to command their attention and to cul- 
tivate iu them a love of knowledge. 
Ho may, and t(K) often doea, make the 
school, to tho pupil, ;i pi ianu, ami cuu.ie 
him U) iiave u. lifo-long hatred of books 
and of learning of all kinda, when it 
takes the form of Icsauus such as he was 
oonipelled to learni, or rather to protond 
to loai'u, in schocil. The sdioolmaster 
. does not always help the scholar. On 
tlie ooDtrary, he sometimes does him 
irreparable injury. 

But it is tho candidate's skill in teach- 
ing, his aptitude to convey knowledge, 
hi.H ability to enlist tljo sympathies of 
tho children lind to win their respect 
end aflVotioii, that the nv.inunpr cannot 
ascertain. Vet il is upon the.se tliat the 
fjiM-oesB and tho iisefnlnesH of tho teacher 
depend, rather than ujiOtt mare scbolas- 
tie attainnionts. If the candidate's 
papers aro satisfactory, if he makes tlic 
requisite number of marks, iio receives 
bin cortitieale to tench, and the other 
and more iiiiiinriunt (lualitications must 
Im taken upon trust. 

In ahiioHt every nlhor business tlio 
spoker after oiuploynieut is required to 
show a specimen of his liandiwork, or to 
pr.-Kluce some proof that ho understanila 
hi.s business and lia.s done go<xl work in 
the past. But tho teacher niu«t lie 
taken at a venture. If he does gixul 
«ork his employers may think tliem- 
selveii Inoky ; if ho turns out to ho a 
botch, and spoils the precious material 
entrusted to him, thoy aro most unfor- 
tunate. Tliere doea nol seem, at pres. 
'eut, any help for them. 'I'liey, in nmny 
cases, must take the ri^l; of putting tlieir 
children under the oaro of a teacher 
who, as far as scholastic attainments are 
concerned^ may bo well enough qualified 
to take charge of a school, but who may 
be lauicntahly deiicient in the qualitie.'; 
that a man ^\ ho is entrusted with ihi 
care of children shoidd imj.shoss. 

\Vc trimt that tliu candidates at 
tho e.xaminations lately concluded 
who ^Ul be tortimate enough 
to ' obtain certificates, will uoi 
consider that thoao cortificatea aro iin- 
(lucstioiiable proofs of thoir titnetis to 
teach, '-'bey are not, Tliey are gcmil 
as far <; hey go, ami no fai-tlier. Befoii 
the yo .ng holder of a certiflcato it- 
really competent efficiently and faitli- 
ftilly to discharge the duties of teacher 
ho has iDiirh to loaru. and it helinover- 
bim to eniie LVfir Ut aciiuire the ikjci's- 
sarv kuowiLcigo and skill with as little 
duiiiago to the material ou which be 
works as possllilo. 

[t is.quite poaaiblp for . a teacher t 
^Vioii a child for life. Tho young min 
aud disposition that has been damage 
by his blundering cannot, like a piece of 
cloth, or leather, or other material, be 
throH-u um; the \v',ibte-b lakc t , to liud 
its way eventually to the rubhish hoa| 
Tho unfortUDUte owner of them must 
■ curry tliem about with him us long 
he \i\c^. - iitieriiig to the very hist from 
the injiji y d.>iii; to them by an iucapabh 
t> ii.;lu:r " li'i had not lieen taught eitliei 
t-i j;iiver]i hiuiKell or to train jndiciou3l\ 
lliosa cutrudtod ft hie care. 

2fo sensible man who owns a valuable
